These rules shall apply to all the industries 
specified in the First Schedule to the Act, 
except Aircraft, Defence Industries 
(Arms & Ammunition) and Textiles, 
other than those made wholly or in 
part of jute, including jute, twine and 
rope. 

Tn these rules, unless the context otherwise

(b) “Form” means a form attached to 
these rules. 

(1) The owner in relation to every 

industry to which these rules apply shall 

submit a monthly teturn—
